SUBJECT ": Your Memorandum Relaying Shah's Statement
Concerning Barzani

1. Thank you for passing to me what the Shah advised
Barzani about joining a Ba! ath-Communist coalition: "Do so
if you want to commit suicide!"

2. The Kurds have reported the visit of the two Soviet
Embagsy officers to us and to the Iranians. We have advised
them always to report all their Soviet contacts promptly and
fully to the Iranlans so as to lessen the possibility that
the Iranians will suspect Barzani of playing a double game.

3. Attached is a summary of what they told us. We
sent 1t to headquarters on 9 June for dissemination in order
to conceal the place acgquired. Normally I would have had .
it to you sooner but, as you notedythis has been a standard
Soviet approach and the Kurdish reaction was in line with
thelr previous responses. The report was obtained by me in
Arabic and had to be translated.
